1970.

on a petition calling for a referendum 
on all laws giving the Church a special 
position. 


One such law stipulates that “ the 
Roman, Catholic, Apostolic religion is 
the only religion of the state.” Others 
give tax exemptions and other 
privileges to agencies of the Church 
and Vatican employes. 


The outcome of the referendum was 
also a stinging rebuff to the Christian 
Democrats, Italy’s dominant party 
ever since World War II, and its sec­ 
retary-general,

Amintore Fanfani, who led the party 
fight against the divorce law.

Leftist and 
rightist youths battled with iron bars 
and sticks in Naples and nearby 
Salerno, and six persons were injured, 
leftists in Milan set fire to the office of 
a rightwing labor union. In Bergamo, 
which voted for repeal of divorce, 
leftists stoned the building of a 
Catholic newspaper. 
Interior Minister Paolo Em ilio 
Taviani announced that 88.1 per cent of 
the electorate voted. The final count 
was 19,093,929, or 59.1 per cent, in favor 
of allowing divorce and 13,188,184, or 
40.9 per cent aginst its legal retention, 
retention.

Judiciary Panel 
Pushes Ahead

WASHINGTON (A P) - The House

While the panel moved ahead with its 
review of the evidence its staff has 
collected over the past four months, 
President Nixon continued to put out 
word that “ there isn’t any chance” he 
will leave office voluntarily. 
The committee session today was 
expected to focus on the Watergate 
cover-up, when the President learned 
of it and what he did about it. 
In addition to the index listing all the 
m aterials collected by the staff, 
committee members receive each day 
another looseleaf book laying out the 
specific allegations and the evidence 
supporting them. 
Day-long closed 
sessions 
are 
scheduled for today, Wednesday and 
Thursday. 
Extraordinary security was in force 
for the committee sessions. The 
committee hearing room was sealed 
with no one other than the 38 members 
of the panel and its staff allowed inside 
before or after sessions. 
For the first time, committee mem­ 
bers other than the chairman and 
ranking Republican were to listen to 
some White House tapes. 
On Wednesday, the committee is 
scheduled to vote on issuance of a 


subpoena demanding additional tapes. 
Notice of the meeting, sent to com­ 
mittee members on Monday, did not 
specify which tapes would be sought. 
However, it was learned late last week 
that the subpoena would include a 
meeting on April 4,1972, involving the 
President, H. R. Haldeman and John 
N. Mitchell. Four days before that 
meeting, according to testimony by 
Jeb Stuart Magruder, Mitchell ap­ 
proved a political intelligence plan 
that included bugging Democratic Na­ 
tional Committee headquarters in the 
Watergate office building. 
Chairman Peter W. Rodino Jr., D-N.J. 
has said he hopes to complete the 
closed portion of the Watergate break- 
in and cover-up presentation this 
week. 
But during the initial session last 
Thursday, the pace proved slower than 
Rodino and John Doar, chief counsel of 
the impeachment inquiry, had antici­ 
pated. 
And the tape playing could slow it 
even more. All who have heard any of 
the tapes have described them as ex­ 
tremely difficult to understand.

Shoemaker, D-88 Boumeville, who will 
sponsor the administration bill, said he 
wanted to discuss it with members of 
his committee before introducing it. 
He indicated he will call a committee 
meeting today to look at proposed ex­ 
penditures other than the $27.4 million 
for vocational education and the 
bonus. 
The remaining $16.1 million would go 
for various projects enumerated by the 
governor a week ago. Republicans in­ 
dicated they will not go along with 
what they called “ Gilligan pork 
barrel” proposals aimed at getting 
votes in an election year. 
Senate Finance Chairman Max H.

The Rules Committee 
considered it at a meeting last week, 
but it fell one vote short of the seven 
needed to schedule it for a floor vote. 
Wilkowski said he has the seventh vote 
in Rep. James P. Celebrezze, D-4 
Cleveland, who was absent from last 
week’s Rules Committee session. 
The Toledo lawmaker said he intends 
to remain firm against efforts by some 
House leaders and others to take out 
the mayors’ courts abolition but retain 
the new judgeships. 
Many of the lawmakers are under 
local pressures in their home districts 
to retain mayors’ courts which often 
provide 
significant 
municipal 
revenues. Wilkowski and others in­ 
clude traffic “ speed traps” among 
their arguments to get rid of them. 


They also contend that since most 
mayors head up law enforcement 
efforts in their communities, it is 
wrong for them to sit as an official in 
the judicial branch of government. 
However, most of Ohio’s estimated 500 


mayors’ courts have survived a 1972 
decision of the U.S. Supreme Court 
that said, among other things, that the 
courts could receive guilty pleas but 
not try the case of a defendant who 
pleads innocent. 


Wilkowski conceded that if the bill 
gets to the House floor, amendments 
will be offered to strip the measure of 
the mayors’ courts provision. “ I will 
be against all the amendments and 
argue the bill on its merits. If they (the 
opponents) want to place politics 
above good government, that’s their 
business,” the judiciary chairman 
said. 
The bill needs a two-thirds majority, 
or 66 votes, in the House — a con­ 
stitutional requirement for legislation 
that creates new courts. The bill 
proposes to create municipal courts in 
Wadsworth and New Philadelphia, 
where none now exist. It otherwise 
adds new judges to existing courts. 


Rep. Richard H. Finan, R-19 Cin­ 
cinnati, said Monday he will offer an 
amendment — if the bill comes to the 


floor — which he hopes will let the 
House reach a compromise. 
He will propose, he said, that mayors 
courts be retained in the statutes, but 
that the mayors on their own could 
request a county judge or municipal 
judge to come in as so-called “ circuit 
riders” to hear mayors’ court cases. 


Finan predicted his amendment would 
have the effect of putting mayors’ 
courts out of business anyway “ in 
about five years.”

But they claimed the sticking point 
was not three hills around Quneitra 
which Israel is concerned about 
because they look down on some of the 
settlements the Israeli government 
has established on the Golan Heights. 
The hills probably would be turned 
over to the U.N. buffer force, the 
sources said.

Judiciary Panel 
Pushes Ahead 
On Impeachment 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The House 
Judiciary Committee today began its 
first 
full day 
of reviewing 
im­ 
peachment evidence with most 
members expected to get their first 
chance to listen to White House tapes. 
Committee members went into the 
closed session carrying the thick 
looseleafed index books they received 
last week from the committee staff. 
While the panel moved ahead with its 
review of the evidence its staff has 
collected over the past four months, 
President Nixon continued to put out 
word that “there isn’t any chance” he 
will leave office voluntarily. 
The committee session today was 
expected to focus on the Watergate 
cover-up, when the President learned 
of it and what he did about it. 
In addition to the index listing all the 
m aterials collected by the staff, 
committee members receive each day 
another looseleaf book laying out the 
specific allegations and the evidence 
supporting them. 
Day-long closed sessions are 
scheduled for today, Wednesday and 
Thursday. 
Extraordinary security was in force 
for the committee sessions. The 
committee hearing room was sealed 
with no one other than the 38 members 
of the panel and its staff allowed inside 
before or after sessions. 
For the first time, committee mem­ 
bers other than the chairman and 
ranking Republican were to listen to 
some White House tapes. 
On Wednesday, the committee is 
scheduled to vote on issuance of a 


subpoena demanding additional tapes. 
Notice of the meeting, sent to com­ 
mittee members on Monday, did not 
specify which tapes would be sought. 
However, it was learned late last week 
that the subpoena would include a 
meeting on April 4,1972, involving the 
President, H. R. Haldeman and John 
N. Mitchell. Four days before that 
meeting, according to testimony by 
Jeb Stuart Magruder, Mitchell ap­ 
proved a political intelligence plan 
that included bugging Democratic Na­ 
tional Committee headquarters in the 
Watergate office building. 
Chairman Peter W. Rodino Jr., D-N.J. 
has said he hopes to complete the 
closed portion of the Watergate break­ 
in and cover-up presentation this 
week. 
But during the initial session last 
Thursday, the pace proved slower than 
Rodino and John Doar, chief counsel of 
the impeachment inquiry, had antici­ 
pated. 
And the tape playing could slow it 
even more. All who have heard any of 
the tapes have described them as ex­ 
tremely difficult to understand. 
At the White House on Monday, 
Caspar Weinberger, secretary of 
health, education and welfare, told 
newsmen that the President has 
assured him “there isn’t any chance” 
he would resign.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Some major 
criminal prosecutions are in danger 
because former Atty. Gen. John N. 
Mitchell failed to follow the law on 
wiretap authorization. However, the 
Justice Department says it cannot 
identify 
the 
threatened 
626 
prosecutions. 
The 
Supreme 
Court 
ruled 
unanimously Monday that evidence 
obtained by the illegally authorized 
wiretaps is inadmissible. 
The department, in a court filing, gave 
the figure of 626 prosecutions involving 
organized crime and narcotics cases. 
However, spokesman Bob Stevenson 
said after the Supreme Court decision 
that the department only compiled 
that number and does not know which 
cases they represent. 
“We don’t have the cases broken up. 
We’ll have to canvass the U.S. at­ 
torneys,” Stevenson said. 
However, another Justice Department 
source, when asked whether any 
major cases would be thrown out as a 
result of the decision, responded, “Oh, 
yes. Definitely.” 
Another spokesman said the decision 
does not necessarily mean that all 626 
prosecutions will be lost. “It may be 
that only some counts against an in­ 
dividual resulted from the wiretaps. 
The evidence for the other counts could 
still stand,” said Horace S. Webb. 
The high court said the department 


failed to follow a 1968 law stipulating 
that the attorney general or 
a 
designated assistant attorney general 
must authorize a wiretap request to a 
federal judge. 


Mitchell has testified that he per­ 
sonally authorized all wiretap requests 
when he was in Washington. He said 
that when he was out of the city, his 
executive assistant, Sol Lindenbaum, 
telephoned him and received per­ 
mission 
to 
request 
wiretap 
authorizations. 


A lower court noted that Lindenbaum 
not only authorized the memoranda of 
approval, but also signed them with 
Mitchell’s initials. 
Although spokesmen said there was no 
enumeration of the 626 prosecutions, 
previous testimony established that 
lindenbaum signed authorizations for 
at least some of the wiretaps that 
resulted in some 500 arrests during 
“ Operation Eagle,” a nationwide 
attack on drug abuse in 1969. 
Other wiretaps authorized under the 


now-banned procedure came in federal 
gambling, narcotics and bribery cases 
after months of investigation, accord­ 
ing to a lower court ruling. 
The attorney general has authorized 
wiretaps personally since 1971, Webb 
said. 
Justice Byron R. White said for the 
court 
that 
it is apparent 
“that 
Congress desired to centralize and 
limit this authority where it was 
feasible to do so .... To us, it appears 
wholly at odds with the scheme and 
history of the act to construe (its) 
provisions to permit the attorney 
general to delegate his authority ....” 
The wiretap that prompted the case 
was on Dominic N. Giordano, con­ 
victed of two sales of heroin to federal 
agents in Baltimore. 
Giordano was convicted without use of 
the wiretap evidence, but prosecutors 
wanted to use the evidence against his 
accomplices. 
Giordano, sentenced in 1972 to 12 years 
in prison, was paroled several weeks 
ago.

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Ohio Legislators Set Action On Major Bills 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — A con­ 
troversial bill eliminating mayors’ 
courts and creating more than three 
dozen new judgeships in Ohio faced a 
major obstacle today in the House 
Rules Committee. 
Leaders called up the omnibus bill for 
consideration as the lawmakers 
returned from their primary election 
recess. Action was on tap on several 
major measures this week in the hope 
the Senate and House can quit for the 
year in about a month. 
Gov. John J. Gilligan’s new sup­ 
plemental 
appropriations 
bill, 
allocating $43.5 million from an­ 
ticipated state lottery revenues, 
received a top priority among new 
matters proposed since the legislature 
recessed April 4. It is among about 80 
new bills. 
It would earmark $14.9 million for 
retirement of Vietnam bonus bonds 
and $12.5 million for vocational 
education construction in the fiscal 
year starting July I, among other 
things. 
House Finance Chairman Myrl 


Shoemaker, D-88 Bonnieville, who will 
sponsor the administration bill, said he 
wanted to discuss it with members of 
his committee before introducing it. 
He indicated he will call a committee 
meeting today to look at proposed ex­ 
penditures other than the $27.4 million 
for vocational education and the 
bonus. 
The remaining $16.1 million would go 
for various projects enumerated by the 
governor a week ago. Republicans in­ 
dicated they will not go along with 
what they called “ Gilligan pork 
barrel” proposals aimed at getting 
votes in an election year. 
Senate Finance Chairman Max H. 
Dennis, R-10 Wilmington, called 
Gilligan’s bill “a list of misplaced 
priorities” 
and 
said 
Senate 
Republicans plan to offer a sup­ 
plemental appropriations bill of their 
own. Dennis was especially critical of 
the Gilligan bill because it ignored the 
issue of tax relief. 
House Judiciary Chairman Arthur 
Wilkowski, IM6 Toledo, is sponsor of 
the omnibus courts bill which he said 


could come to a floor vote in the House 
Wednesday. The Rules Committee 
considered it at a meeting last week, 
but it fell one vote short of the seven 
needed to schedule it for a floor vote. 
Wilkowski said he has the seventh vote 
in Rep. James P. Celebrezze, D-4 
Cleveland, who was absent from last 
week’s Rules Committee session. 
The Toledo lawmaker said he intends 
to remain firm against efforts by some 
House leaders and others to take out 
the mayors’ courts abolition but retain 
the new judgeships. 
Many of the lawmakers are under 
local pressures in their home districts 
to retain mayors’ courts which often 
provide 
significant 
municipal 
revenues. Wilkowski and others in­ 
clude traffic “speed traps” among 
their arguments to get rid of them. 


They also contend that since most 
mayors head up law enforcement 
efforts in their communities, it is 
wrong for them to sit as an official in 
the judicial branch of government. 
However, most of Ohio’s estimated 500 


mayors’ courts have survived a 1972 
decision of the U.S. Supreme Court 
that said, among other things, that the 
courts could receive guilty pleas but 
not try the case of a defendant who 
pleads innocent. 
Wilkowski conceded that if the bill 
gets to the House floor, amendments 
will be offered to strip the measure of 
the mayors’ courts provision. “I will 
be against all the amendments and 
argue the bill on its merits. If they (the 
opponents) want to place politics 
above good government, that’s their 
business,” the judiciary chairman 
said. 
The bill needs a two-thirds majority, 
or 66 votes, in the House — a con­ 
stitutional requirement for legislation 
that creates new courts. The bill 
proposes to create municipal courts in 
Wadsworth and New Philadelphia, 
where none now exist. It otherwise 
adds new judges to existing courts. 


Rep. Richard H. Finan, R-19 Cin­ 
cinnati, said Monday he will offer an 
amendment — if the bill comes to the 


floor — which he hopes will let the 
House reach a compromise. 
He will propose, he said, that mayors 
courts be retained in the statutes, but 
that the mayors on their own could 
request a county judge or municipal 
judge to come in as so-called “circuit 
riders” to hear mayors’ court cases. 
Finan predicted his amendment would 
have the effect of putting mayors’ 
courts out of business anyway “in 
about five years.” He said most 
mayors he has talked to have stated 
they do not like to hold court. “They 
regard it as just another respon­ 
sibility, another night out,” he said. 


The Cincinnati Republican conceded 
his amendment would add a heavy 
burden to county and municipal 
judges, but pointed out that they would 
be able to assign referees to hear cases 
in their place. Referees, under existing 
law, must be attorneys. 
“That at least would overcome some 
of the objections to mayors hearing 
cases on grounds they are not attor­ 
neys,” Finan said.

CINCINNATI, Ohio (AP) - U. S. 
Dist. Judge David Porter today 
refused to bar the new World Football 
League from negotiating with players 
under 
contract to the Cincinnati 
Bengals of established National 
Football League. 
Porter, in denying a preliminary 
injunction against the WFL and 
Bengals’ linebacker Bill Bergey, wrote 
that the NFL team failed to prove their 
team would be undermined by a 
contract signed by Bergey with the 
Virginia Ambassadors. 
The contract calls for Bergey to begin 
play for the WFL team in 1976. His 
NFL contract expires after the 1975 
season. 
The judge noted “the fact that Bergey 
is a fine young man, an emotional 
person with a great competitive spirit.

L ittle L e a g u e Crisis 


NEW YORK — If President Nix on 
think s he’s having a hard time, what 
about Little League? What amounts to 
the polls are running against that fine 
boy s baseball league, chartered by the 
Congress of the United States as a boy s 
league, k nown for three decades and 
more as a boy s league involving about 
2,000,000 boy s in 8,800 boy s leagues in 
31 nations. 
Eighteen states of the U.S., following 
the nutty decision of the New Jersey 
Superior Court rulling that girls must 
be permitted to play on boy s’ teams, 
are r.ow suing Little League, Inc., for 
the same so-called “rights.” 
The New Jersey decision could 
conceivably go to the U.S. Supreme 
Court because of its odd ramifications. 
While Rome and Washington burned, 
the historian of a century hence may 
write, there was a case in which an 
organization of boy s baseball teams 
appealed a ruling forced by a Civil 
liberties group and Women’s lib, 
which required that a team of boy s 
must accept X-number of girls on their 
team or be ordered out of the little 
League, a private organization. 
Overlook ed where certain problems 
of no prime interest to the victorious 
side: 1) Those who have pushed the 
girls into 
Little 
league 
baseball 
wouldn’t k now the difference between 
a fungo bat and a pitch-out; 2) they 
haven’t any business meddling in a 
boy s’ game; 3) they are say ing, in 
effect, “We don’t care how many girls 
are busted up play ing hardball with 
tough competitive y oung boy s,” and 4) 
they are warning Bowie Kuhn and Pete 
Rozeile to admit ladies to professional 
baseball and football, or shut down 
their leagues. 
The k ook y Jersey ruling would wipe 
out the efforts of little League to form 
girls’ leagues that would use a soft 
ball, eliminate sliding into bases, have 
a slightly smaller field, and require the 
girl catchers to wear breast protect- 
tors. The court ruled against Little 
League’s “equal but separate rights,” 
against its proposal to stage an annual 
world series of girls’ baseball, and it 
came out strong for an integration that 
violates Little League’s Congressional 
charter. The charter calls it a boy s’ 
league and gives it Congressional 
blessing — lik e the Star-Spangled 
Banner. 
There are other complications, as 
outlined soberly by the good gray New 
York Times: 
“The reaction of most of the nearly 
2,000 teams in New Jersey that have 
some 115,000 boy s has been to suspend 
play , rather than include girls. 
Emotions have been running high 
among supporters of the Little League.

American’ for the state to tell volun­ 
teers (ed. note: sponsors of teams, 
coaches, managers, etc.) how to

WASHINGTON (AP) — The Supreme 
Court dealt a sharp setback to the 
Justice Department today by in­ 
validating a number of anticrime 
wiretaps because 
federal officials 
failed to follow the law. 
The decision could upset federal cases 
numbering in the hundreds, including 
organized crime and narcotics prose­ 
cutions. 
The case turned on whether the 
Justice Department under former 
Atty . Gen. John N. Mitchell followed 
the demands of the Omnibus Crime 
Control and Safe Streets Act 
in 
requesting wiretaps. 
The court held that Mitchell did not 
follow the requirements of the act in a 
series of wiretap requests that were 
signed by his ex ecutive assistant. 
The law specifies that either the at­ 
torney general himself or a specially - 
designated assistant attorney general 
approve wiretap requests. 
The wiretaps requests in question are 
made to federal judges, who must give 
approval before the taps can be made. 
Justice By ron R. White, writing for an 
unanimous court, noted that the Nix on 
administration insisted that it should 
have wide latitude in delegating the 
attorney general’s authority to request 
wiretaps because the federal law 
grants wide latitude among state of­ 
ficials in approving wiretap requests. 
White said, however, “it is apparent 
that Congress desired to centralize and 
limit this authority where it was 
feasible to do so, a desire easily imple­ 
mented in the federal establishment by 
confining the authority to approve 
wiretap applications to the attorney 
general or a designated assistant at­ 
torney general.

“It’s caloric value 
remains the same. 
“People tend to prefer a certain 
degree of sweetness, and this enhances 
it,” he added. 
Rand said all babies are capable of 
handling lactose, unless they have an 
unusual congenital defect. But he said 
an intolerance develops during the 
preteen y ears for many persons, 
particularly those of Asian or African 
ex tract. By adulthood, a majority of 
nonCaucasians are unable to digest 
lactose easily , he added.

NEW YORK - If President Nixon 
thinks he’s having a hard time, what 
about Little League?

"We don’t like to pay high interest 
rates but it has been our experience 
over the past five years that if we don’t 
borrow now we’ll pay more to­ 
morrow.” 
The Fed, therefore, is faced with a 
situation that grows more critical each 
day: Should it continue monetary 
restraint and risk economic chaos? Or 
should it relent? 
After stating he will continue 
restraint, Arthur Bums, chairman of 
the Federal Reserve Board, is being 
accused by some investment brokers 
and businessmen of financial brink­ 
manship. 
Manown Kiser Jr., senior vice 
president of Paine Webber Jackson & 
Curtis, a large securities house, 
commented in the firm’s newsletter: 
"Surely Dr. Bums does not want to 
cast the economy into the abyss of a 
liquidity crisis and an ensuing 
depression. It might cure inflation, but 
politically and socially, the system 
would not survive the fall.” 
The alleged brinkmanship, he said, 
involves the basic underpinnings of the 
American financial structure of 
equity, bond and money markets, and 
the various financial institutions and 
commercial banks. 
"All are inter — and intra — related, 
entwined and inseparable,” he com­ 
mented.

New Process 
M akes M ilk 
Digestible 


KINGSTON, R.I. (AP) - Two 
University of Rhode Island resear­ 
chers said today they have developed 
an inexpensive process that may make 
milk digestible for millions of persons 
who can’t drink it. 
Using an enzyme process, the 
researchers say they have effulged 
lactose or milk sugar to two simple 
sugars which can be digested—glucose 
and galactose. An enzyme is a protein 
secreted by body cells or made ar­ 
tificially which induces chemical 
reaction in other substances. 
"The milk is four times sweeter than 
the straight-from-the-cow product, but 
is otherwise unchanged and can be 
consumed directly, dried or used to 
make other milk-based food product- 
s,” Dr. Arthur G. Rand, a professor of 
animal science and food and resource 
chemistry, said. "It’s caloric value 
remains the same. 
"People tend to prefer a certain 
degree of sweetness, and this enhances 
it,” he added. 
Rand said all babies are capable of 
handling lactose, unless they have an 
unusual congenital defect. But he said 
an intolerance develops during the 
preteen years for many persons, 
particularly those of Asian or African 
extract. By adulthood, a majority of 
nonCaucasians are unable to digest 
lactose easily, he added. 
Other attempts have been made to 
remove the lactose, "but most of them 
have been expensive and altered the 
nutritive value of the milk by reducing 
such 
things 
as 
vitamins 
and 
minerals,” Rand said. Other processes 
took too long or produced a taste that 
did not have wide appeal, he said.

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Name Game Dead In Oh io Politics? 


Melv in’s restful nig ht at a mo tel 
came to a jarring end when he lo o ked 
o ut the windo w in the mo rning . His 
car, which he had parked just o utside 
the ro o m, had disappeared. In fact, he 
nev er saw it ag ain. 
In due co urse, he tried to co llect 
reimbursement fro m the manag ement 
o f the mo tel. 
“ I was their g uest,” he arg ued in a 
co urt hearing , ‘'and my car was o n 
their premises. Therefo re, they are 
leg ally liable fo r the lo ss.” 
Ho wev er, the co urt to ssed o ut 
Melv in’s claim. The co urt said his 
arg ument did no t stand up because he 
had nev er turned o v er po ssessio n o f 
the car to the manag ement. He had 
parked the car himself and kept the 
key s in his po cket. 
It is true that mo tels—and ho tels as 
well—bear a substantial respo nsibility 
fo r the pro perty o f their g uests. This 
rule dates all the way back to the 
Middle Ag es in Eng land, when inns 
were co nsidered a kind o f safety zo ne 
fo r the trav elling public. 
But the rule do es no t g o into effect 
until the pro perty has been transferred 
to the po ssessio n o f the manag ement. 
In the case o f auto mo biles, po ssessio n 
is o rdinarily transferred when the 
g uest surrenders his key s to a co m­ 
pany emplo y ee. 
The ex act mo ment o f transfer may 
beco me crucial. One wo man left her 
car at the entrance to a ho tel and went 
in to reg ister. When the bellbo y asked 
her fo r the key s, she replied that she 
had left them in the ig nitio n. 
Sho rtly afterward, a thief slipped 
into the car and made o ff with it. 
Had the wo man deliv ered po ssessio n 
o f the car to the ho tel manag ement, 
making it respo nsible fo r her lo ss? 
A co urt said y es, ev en tho ug h the 
key s had nev er been phy sically handed 
o v er to the bellbo y . The co urt said the 
wo man’s wo rds had g iv en him the 
rig ht to take po ssessio n o f the car—and

WASHINGTON (AP) - The fall o f 
wheat prices by 40.3 per cent since 
early J anuary has been pro mpting 
calls fo r bakers and supermarkets to 
lo wer their prices. 
The bakers, back in J anuary , were 
calling fo r limited ex po rt co ntro ls o n 
wheat, predicting so aring prices this 
spring and then a bare g ranary befo re 
the bumper winter cro p came in. 
Neither co ntro ls no r hig her prices no r 
a co mplete disappearance o ccurred, 
altho ug h sto cks are do wn to the lo west 
lev els in 22 y ears. 
The bakers' critics — Ag riculture 
Secreta ry E a rl L. Butz, sev era l 
co ng ressm en and v ario us wheat- 
interest o rg anizatio ns — no w are 
taking their turns in the spo tlig ht in 
telling the bakers to apply their eco ­ 
no mics to themselv es and cut their 
prices.

Ho wev er, the latest USDA statistics 
sho w that, as usual, “ the v illain 
theo ry ” is an o v ersimplificatio n o f 
reality in seeking to pinpo int the 
causes o f prices. 
Fo r ex ample, USDA market-basket 
fig ures fo r March sho w the farm v alue 
o f wheat in a o ne-po und lo af o f white 
bread fell 11.6 per cent fro m February 
at the same time as the retail price 
went up 4.6 per cent and the mid­ 
dlemen’s marg in ro se 10.5 per cent. 
But, co mpared with three mo nths 
befo re, the marg in went up 6 .1 per 
cent, the retail price went up 6 .6 per 
cent and the farm v alue went up 8.9 per 
cent. 
And ag ain, co mpared with March 
19 73 , the marg in is ag ain the lo west 
percentag e increase o f the three, with 
a 25 .4 per cent bo o st at the same time 
that the wheat-v alue was up 84 .8 per 
cent and the retail price was up 3 3 .9 
per cent. 
The market-basket co mpilers also 
hav e just finished the first co m­ 
prehensiv e USDA study in a decade o f 
the mark-ups, co sts and pro fits o f all 
secto rs o f the marketing chain fo r 19 
majo r fo o d items. 
Its bread sectio n sho wed that, fo r all 
o f 19 73 , the farm v alue o f the wheat in 
that po und lo af — which is much less 


co mmo n than the l 1^-po und lo af — 
ro se by 45 per cent, o r 1.7 cents. 
The retailer’s 5 .4 -cent marg in was 0.8 
per cent g reater than in 19 72. The 
baker’s marg in ro se abo ut 25 per cent 
to 15 .9 cents. The miller’s marg in ro se 
6 7 per cent to a penny . 
Pro fits in lo wer-priced 19 72 were 0.5 3 
cents a lo af fo r the g ro cer, 0.6 cents fo r 
the miller, 0.9 cents fo r the baker. 
And while farmers’ prices are falling 
to clo se the g ap between hig her 
rev enues and hig her co sts, middlemen 
presumably feel the same inflatio nary 
pinch 
in 
fuel, transpo rtatio n 
and 
especially the labo r co sts which ac­ 
co unt fo r 5 0 to 6 7 per cent o f the 
mark-ups o f all fo o d items, the study 
sho wed.

Melvin’s restful night at a motel 
came to a jarring end when he looked 
out the window in the morning. His 
car, which he had parked just outside 
the room, had disappeared. In fact, he 
never saw it again. 
In due course, he tried to collect 
reimbursement from the management 
of the motel. 
“ I was their guest,” he argued in a 
court hearing, “and my car was on 
their premises. Therefore, they are 
legally liable for the loss.” 
However, the court tossed out 
Melvin’s claim. The court said his 
argument did not stand up because he 
had never turned over possession of 
the car to the management. He had 
parked the car himself and kept the 
keys in his pocket. 
It is true that motels—and hotels as 
well—bear a substantial responsibility 
for the property of their guests. This 
rule dates all the way back to the 
Middle Ages in England, when inns 
were considered a kind of safety zone 
for the travelling public. 
But the rule does not go into effect 
until the property has been transferred 
to the possession of the management. 
In the case of automobiles, possession 
is ordinarily transferred when the 
guest surrenders his keys to a com­ 
pany employee. 
The exact moment of transfer may 
become crucial. One woman left her 
car at the entrance to a hotel and went 
in to register. When the bellboy asked 
her for the keys, she replied that she 
had left them in the ignition. 
Shortly afterward, a thief slipped 
into the car and made off with it. 
Had the woman delivered possession 
of the car to the hotel management, 
making it responsible for her loss? 
A court said yes, even though the 
keys had never been physically handed 
over to the bellboy. The court said the 
woman’s words had given him the 
right to take possession of the car—and

WASHINGTON (A P) — There is 
evidence in the edited Nixon tran­ 
scripts 
that 
tends 
to 
show 
the 
President authorized the payment of 
hush money to the Watergate burglars, 
says Ohio’s newest representative in 
Congress. 
Thomas A. Luken said the transcripts 
also disclose that the President in­ 
dicated he would utilize the Justice De­ 
partment and the F B I to prosecute his 
political enemies. 
In addition, the White House tran­ 
scripts do not support the President’s 
claim that he had ordered a complete 
Watergate investigation, Luken said in 
an interview. 
While Nixon, in one conversation, did 
say offering executive clemency to the 
burglars would be wrong, ‘‘no where 
did he allude to it being morally 
wrong,” Luken said, adding: 
“ The transcripts do not show any 
particular moral consciousness on the 
part of the President at all.” 
However, it is in the President’s favor 
that the transcripts do not show Nixon 
had any prior knowledge of the 
burglary or authorized it, Luken says. 
“ This would tend to be helpful to a 
certain extent,” the congressman said. 
Like 
most of his Capitol 
H ill 
colleagues, Luken said he intends to 
wait until the House Judiciary Com­ 
mittee has reported before disclosing 
how he would vote on any possible im­ 
peachment resolution. 
He said applying the ‘‘best evidence” 
rule means that the actual tapes and 
not just edited transcripts should be 
turned over to the committee.

J. W. Brown of Reynoldsburg, an 
attorney who practices in Columbus, 
ran against Celeste and had party 
leaders worried because of his good 
Call For Lower 
Prices For Bread 


WASHINGTON (A P) - The fall of 
wheat prices by 40.3 per cent since 
early January has been prompting 
calls for bakers and supermarkets to 
lower their prices. 
The bakers, back in January, were 
calling for limited export controls on 
wheat, predicting soaring prices this 
spring and then a bare granary before 
the bumper winter crop came in. 
Neither controls nor higher prices nor 
a complete disappearance occurred, 
although stocks are down to the lowest 
levels in 22 years. 
The bakers’ critics — Agriculture 
Secretary E a rl L. Butz, several 
congressmen and various wheat- 
interest organizations — now are 
taking their turns in the spotlight in 
telling the bakers to apply their eco­ 
nomics to themselves and cut their 
prices. 
, 
However, the latest USDA statistics 
show that, as usual, ‘‘the villain 
theory” is an oversimplification of 
reality in seeking to pinpoint the 
causes of prices. 
For example, USDA market-basket 
figures for March show the farm value 
of wheat in a one-pound loaf of white 
bread fell 11.6 per cent from February 
at the same time as the retail price 
went up 4.6 per cent and the mid­ 
dlemen’s margin rose 10.5 per cent. 
But, compared with three months 
before, the margin went up 6.1 per 
cent, the retail price went up 6.6 per 
cent and the farm value went up 8.9 per 
cent. 
And again, compared with March 
1973, the margin is again the lowest 
percentage increase of the three, with 
a 25.4 per cent boost at the same time 
that the wheat-value was up 84.8 per 
cent and the retail price was up 33.9 
per cent. 
The market-basket compilers also 
have just finished the first com­ 
prehensive USDA study in a decade of 
the mark-ups, costs and profits of all 
sectors of the marketing chain for 19 
major food items. 
Its bread section showed that, for all 
of 1973, the farm value of the wheat in 
that pound loaf — which is much less 


common than the I Hi-pound loaf — 
rose by 45 per cent, or 1.7 cents. 
The retailer’s 5.4-cent margin was 0.8 
per cent greater than in 1972. The 
baker’s margin rose about 25 per cent 
to 15.9 cents. The m iller’s margin rose 
67 per cent to a penny. 
Profits in lower-priced 1972 were 0.53 
cents a loaf for the grocer, 0.6 cents for 
the m iller, 0.9 cents for the baker. 
And while farmers’ prices are falling 
to close the gap between higher 
revenues and higher costs, middlemen 
presumably feel the same inflationary 
pinch in fuel, transportation and 
especially the labor costs which ac­ 
count for 50 to 67 per cent of the 
mark-ups of all food items, the study 
showed.

showing in pre-election polls. At one 
point Celeste termed him the front- 
runner. 
I^ivelle defended the state party’s 
decision to endorse candidates “ not as 
an attempt to defeat anyone” but to 
see that candidate records and ex­ 
perience got across to the voters. 
The organization spent more than 
$200,000 on its endorsed slate, most of it 
going to Celeste and Hall. 
In addition to J. W. Brown in the 
lieutenant governor’s race, William 
Brown, a newcomer from Wintersville, 
Ohio, threw his hat into the ring for 
secretary of state and finished second 
behind Hall-232,596 to 215,690-in the 
final unofficial count. 
Kennedy was third with 182,537.

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (A P) - 
Many more children in poor countries 
face the danger of starvation because 
of new high food prices, the head of the 
United Nations Children’s Fund said 
today.

malnourished 
children in the world with a high risk of 
mortality,” Executive Director Henry 
R. Labouisse said in a report to 
U N IC EF’s 30-nation executive board. 


“ Now we have to expect a con­ 
siderable increase in their number.... 
It appears unlikely that there will be 
sufficient food and funds available for 
supplementary feeding on a scale to 
deal with the probable increase in 
child malnutrition.” 
The UN ICEF board is meeting for 
the

weeks 
at 
U.N. 
headquarters in New York. 
Laoouisse warned that food surpluses 
have vanished and, since prices went 
up, government appropriations buy 
considerably less of what food there is. 


He said food prices are up mainly 
because drought 
has cut supply, 
population increases have boosted 
demand and people in the richer 
countries are eating more meat, which 
diverts grain to animal feed. 
“ Of particular concern to U N IC EF,” 
he said, “ prices for staple foods are 
rising rapidly in developing countries, 
where the lower income group spend 
approximately 80 per cent of their 
income on food .... 


“ In the food deficit countries, a larger 
number of children in the lower in­ 
come groups will suffer severe or 
moderate malnutrition. In fact, if past 
experience is any guide, young 
children will suffer first and most in 
any situation of scarcity .... We should 
be preparing not only for famines rec­ 
ognized as such, but for a widespread 
deterioration of nutrition among young 
children of lower income families ....” 
He stressed the need to “ act quickly.”

“ The supreme irony of the Nixon 
years was brought home to me by a 
memorandum (Daniel P.) Moyniham 
wrote to Nixon just before he was in­ 
augurated. The gist of it was that it 
was Nixon’s task to restore confidence 
and respect to the office of the 
presidency 
and 
American 
in­ 
stitutions.” 
Then Price added : “ It is time for the 
President to step aside in favor of Vice 
President Ford.” 
Of the dozen former Nixon staffers 
interviewed, all between the ages of 28 
and 35, most said they left the White 
House with mixed emotions: proud of 
having worked for the president of the 
United States, sickened to see so many 
of their colleagues facing indictments, 
court trials and jail, and relieved not to 
have been sucked into the whirlpool 
themselves. 
Lee W. Huebner, a former Nixon 
speechwriter, offered these reflections 
on his five years in the White House: 
“ When I first came to Washington, it 
was a great, glittering, glamorous and 
exciting place. When I left, it was sad 
and depressing. 
“ Everyone who remembers what it 
might have been is saddened it hasn’t 
turned out the way we wanted it to.” 
Huebner, 33, now working for the 
Whitney Communications Corp. in 
New York, said he finds it hard to talk 
about his feeling on working for the 
Nixon White House. 
The transcripts of the Watergate 
conversations are, in Huebner’s view, 
“ one of the most depressing things I’ve 
read. People still have questions.” 
But of his experience in the White 
.House, Huebner insisted: “ It is an 
extraordinary vantage point. I feel 
lucky to have had the opportunity. I 
met a lot of fine people there. 1 learned 
a lot.” 
He smiled at the memory, then 
shook his head. He was disappointed, 
he said, that Nixon didn’t take a more 
active role in investigating the Water­ 
gate scandal: “ From the day after the 
break-in, we kept waiting for someone 
to raise the roof. I regret he didn’t take 
a stronger role from the start in 
condemning it and cleaning it up.” 
“ For a time, I was mad as hell I 
didn’t know more,” said Robert C. 
Odle Jr., a former Nixon staffer and 
official at the President’s re-election 
committee who was the first person to 
testify before the Senate Watergate 
committee. “ They could have taken 
me into their confidence, but I’m glad 
they didn’t. 
Odle, a strong defender of the 
President, takes offense at those who 
describe the White House “ as a dark, 
fortress-like garrison where everyone 
went around with paranoia and 
frowns.” 
He scowled at the image. “ It wasn’t 
like that,” he said, rising from his 
chair to pace around his ninth-floor 
office at the Department of Housing 


and Urban Development where he has 
worked since last summer. “ It was a 
fine place. They were principled 
people, generally. 
“ There were few affairs, little 
adultery, little drunkenness. Many of 
the people were church-going. I think a 
few individuals went wrong. One or 
two things were done improperly, and 
people attempted afterwards to cover 
up these things. 
“ You have to ask yourself in con­ 
science. Might the people who covered 
it up not have done so if the vultures 
weren’t waiting?” 
In Odle’s view, the edited transcripts 
“ conclusively show the President had 
no more knowledge of the scandal than 
he said he had.” 
Should Nixon leave office or be 
impeached? 
“ I can’t think of a greater national 
tragedy ... he said. 
Some of the young people who, like 
Odle, carried the title, “ Staff Assistant 
to the President,” have been unable to 
find a job or found potential employers 
wary of anyone with White House 
connections. They view themselves as 
victims of guilt by association, even in 
cases where no evidence has surfaced 
to connect them in any way with 
Watergate, 
Jefferey E. Donfeld, 30, a former 
Nixon staffer who worked for more 
than four years on Nixon’s drug abuse 
program, said he received less than 
red carpet treatment when job hunting 
last summer. 
He received indications, he said, that 


congressional leaders had little in­ 
terest in awarding high government 
positions to any attorneys who had 
worked on the White House staff 
during Nixon’s first term. 
At most of the law firms and cor­ 
porations where Donfeld interviewed, 
officials insisted on knowing if he had 
done anything that would subject him 
to prosecution or unfavorable put>- 
licity. 
“ Talk 
about 
resentment 
and 
disgust,” said Donfeld, who now works 
for a Los Angeles law firm. “ The fact 
that I served the president of the 
United States and committed no illegal 
acts and shouldn’t be able to get a high 
position in government, I resent that.” 
Bobbie Greene Kilberg, a Yale Law 
School graduate who worked on Indian 
affairs and other domestic areas, 
echoed the view of many former aides 
when she said that in spite of “ the 
stupidity of Watergate,” she has not 
lost interest in politics. 
“ I may run for state legislature 
sometime,” said Mrs. Kilberg, now a 
vice president of Mount Vernon 
CoUege in Washington. 
What annoys her, however, is when 
people ask her to justify the individual 
actions of Watergate just because she 
worked in the White House. 
“ We’ve tended to socialize in­ 
creasingly only with our friends,” Mrs. 
Kilberg said. “ I resent the feeling of 
having to defend the two years I spent 
in the White House as though it is 
something to be ashamed of, rather 
than the beneficial experience it was.”

Many more children in poor countries 
face the danger of starvation because 
of new high food prices, the head of the 
United Nations Children’s Fund said 
today. 
“Before the recent price rises, it was

severely 
malnourished 
children in the world with a high risk of 
mortality,” Executive Director Henry 
R. Labouisse said in a report to 
UNICEF’s 30-nation executive board. 


“Now we have to expect a con­ 
siderable increase in their number.... 
It appears unlikely that there will be 
sufficient food and funds available for 
supplementary feeding on a scale to 
deal with the probable increase in 
child malnutrition.” 
The UNICEF board is meeting for 
the 
next two 
weeks at 
U.N. 
headquarters in New York. 
Labouisse warned that food surpluses 
have vanished and, since prices went 
up, government appropriations buy 
considerably less of what food there is. 


He said food prices are up mainly 
because drought has cut supply, 
population increases have boosted 
demand and people in the richer 
countries are eating more meat, which 
diverts grain to animal feed. 
“Of particular concern to UNICEF,” 
he said, “prices for staple foods are 
rising rapidly in developing countries, 
where the lower income group spend 
approximately 80 per cent of their 
income on food .... 


“In the food deficit countries, a larger 
number of children in the lower in­ 
come groups will suffer severe or 
moderate malnutrition. In fact, if past 
experience is any guide, young 
children will suffer first and most in 
any situation of scarcity .... We should 
be preparing not only for famines rec­ 
ognized as such, but for a widespread 
deterioration of nutrition among young 
children of lower income families ....” 
He stressed the need to “act quickly.”

Then Price added: “It is time for the 
President to step aside in favor of Vice 
President Ford.” 
Of the dozen former Nixon staffers 
interviewed, all between the ages of 28 
and 35, most said they left the White 
House with mixed emotions: proud of 
having worked for the president of the 
United States, sickened to see so many 
of their colleagues facing indictments, 
court trials and jail, and relieved not to 
have been sucked into the whirlpool 
themselves. 
Lee W. Huebner, a former Nixon 
speechwriter, offered these reflections 
on his five years in the White House: 
“When I first came to Washington, it 
was a great, glittering, glamorous and 
exciting place. When I left, it was sad 
and depressing. 
“Everyone who remembers what it 
might have been is saddened it hasn’t 
turned out the way we wanted it to.” 
Huebner, 33, now working for the 
Whitney Communications Corp. in 
New York, said he finds it hard to talk 
about his feeling on working for the 
Nixon White House. 
The transcripts of the Watergate 
conversations are, in Huebner’s view, 
“one of the most depressing things I’ve 
read. People still have questions.” 
But of his experience in the White 
.House, Huebner insisted: “It is an 
extraordinary vantage point. I feel 
lucky to have had the opportunity. I 
met a lot of fine people there. I learned 
a lot.” 
He smiled at the memory, then 
shook his head. He was disappointed, 
he said, that Nixon didn’t take a more 
active role in investigating the Water­ 
gate scandal: “From the day after the 
break-in, we kept waiting for someone 
to raise the roof. I regret he didn’t take 
a stronger role from the start in 
condemning it and cleaning it up.” 
“For a time, I was mad as hell I 
didn’t know more,” said Robert C. 
Odle Jr., a former Nixon staffer and 
official at the President’s re-election 
committee who was the first person to 
testify before the Senate Watergate 
committee. “They could have taken 
me into their confidence, but I’m glad 
they didn’t. 
Odle, a strong defender of the 
President, takes offense at those who 
describe the White House “as a dark, 
fortress-like garrison where everyone 
went around with paranoia and 
frowns.” 
He scowled at the image. “It wasn’t 
like that,” he said, rising from his 
chair to pace around his ninth-floor 
office at the Department of Housing 


and Urban Development where he has 
worked since last summer. “It was a 
fine place. They were principled 
people, generally. 
“There were few affairs, little 
adultery, little drunkenness. Many of 
the people were church-going. I think a 
few individuals wait wrong. One or 
two things were done improperly, and 
people attempted afterwards to cover 
up these things. 
“You have to ask yourself in con­ 
science. Might the people who covered 
it up not have done so if the vultures 
weren’t waiting?” 
In Odle’s view, the edited transcripts 
“conclusively show the President had 
no more knowledge of the scandal than 
he said he had.” 
Should Nixon leave office or be 
impeached? 
“I can’t think of a greater national 
tragedy ... he said. 
Some of the young people who, like 
Odle, carried the title, “Staff Assistant 
to the President,” have been unable to 
find a job or found potential employers 
wary of anyone with White House 
connections. They view themselves as 
victims of guilt by association, even in 
cases where no evidence has surfaced 
to connect them in any way with 
Watergate. 
Jefferey E. Donfeld, 30, a former 
Nixon staffer who worked for more 
than four years on Nixon’s drug abuse 
program, said he received less than 
red carpet treatment when job hunting 
last summer. 
He received indications, he said, that 


congressional leaders had little in­ 
terest in awarding high government 
positions to any attorneys who had 
worked on the White House staff 
during Nixon’s first term. 
At most of the law firms and cor­ 
porations where Donfeld interviewed, 
officials insisted on knowing if he had 
done anything that would subject him 
to prosecution or unfavorable pub­ 
licity. 
“Talk about resentment and 
disgust,” said Donfeld, who now works 
for a Los Angeles law firm. “The fact 
that I served the president of the 
United States and committed no illegal 
acts and shouldn’t be able to get a high 
position in government, I resent that.” 
Bobbie Greene Kilberg, a Yale Law 
School graduate who worked on Indian 
affairs and other domestic areas, 
echoed the view of many former aides 
when she said that in spite of “the 
stupidity of Watergate,” she has not 
lost interest in politics. 
“I may run for state legislature 
sometime,” said Mrs. Kilberg, now a 
vice president of Mount Vernon 
College in Washington. 
What annoys her, however, is when 
people ask her to justify the individual 
actions of Watergate just because she 
worked in the White House. 
“ We’ve tended to socialize in­ 
creasingly only with our friends,” Mrs. 
Kilberg said. “I resent the feeling of 
having to defend the two years I spent 
in the White House as though it is 
something to be ashamed of, rather 
than the beneficial experience it was.”

INDIANAPOIJS (A P) - 
Texan Johnny Rutherford is 
out of the running for the May 
26 Indianapolis 500-mile race 
pole position, but he proved 
Monday he might have had a 
chance. 
Rutherford, last year’s pole 
sitter, cranked up a practice 
lap at 191.693 miles per hour 
Monday—faster than the 
four-lap qualifying average of 
191.632 m.p.h. that, at least 
temporarily gave the fellow 
Texan A. J, Foyt the inside 
front row starting spot. 
Nine drivers will have a 
chance to nudge Foyt aside 
next weekend because last 
Saturday’s qualifying session 
was shortened 
by 
rain. 
Rutherford, however, is not 
among them. 
In practice before time trials 
began, 
Rutherford’s Team 
Mcl«aren broke an engine. 
The power plant was replaced 
quickly, but the car failed to 
appear in the qualifying line 
by the 11 a.m. deadline. 


Rutherford was ready when 
his turn in line came - accept­ 
able in some races—but Chief 
Steward Tom Binford chose 
to 
make 
a 
strict 
in­ 
terpretation of the rules. 
“ I don’t feel we had a fair 
chance,” Rutherford said. ‘‘I 
feel badly about the situation 
not only personally, but for 
my crew as well. I ’ve never 
seen an engine changed much 
quicker. 
“ Without our McLaren in the 
running for the pole, A.J.’s 
chances of holding onto the 
position are quite good. I 
really believe we could have 
made a serious run for it.” 
The pole position, accom­ 
panied by more than $10,000 
in prize money, is worth even 
more 
in 
personal 
ap­ 
pearances and endorsements. 
In that respect, Rutherford 
received more notoriety last 
year 
than 
race 
winner 
Gordon 
Johncock. 
His 
qualifying lap of 199.071 
m.p.h. is the track record. 


Similar mechanical mis­ 
fortune hit two-time 500 
winner A1 Unser before 
Saturday’s qualifying session 
and he, too, was unhappy with 
Binford’s ruling. 


“ I blew an engine trying to 
qualify in 1972 and started 
19th,” he said. “ I didn’t like it 
but I knew I had a fair 
chance, so I kept my mouth 
shut. I don’t like to sound like 
a cry baby, but I don’t think 
we, Rutherford or I, got a fair 
deal.” 


Unser, who switched from a 
Pannelli chassis to an Eagle 
late last week, drove his 
speed up to the 188 m.p.h. 
range Monday at practice on 
the 2^-mile Indianapolis 
Motor Speedway oval. 


He and Rutherford were 
among 27 drivers who braved 
the gusty winds in practice. 
Unser’s brother Bobby and 
Foyt were the only ones 
joining Rutherford over the 
190 m.p.h. mark.

Sam (Jones) and then don’t 
get good picks in the draft, it 
can hurt badly. But then when 
you come back and win the 
championship, it’s a great 
feeling.

out of the running for the May 
26 Indianapolis 500-mile race 
pole position, but he proved 
Monday he might have had a 
chance. 
Rutherford, last year’s pole 
sitter, cranked up a practice 
lap at 191.693 miles per hour 
Monday—faster than the 
four-lap qualifying average of 
191.632 m.p.h. that, at least 
temporarily gave the fellow 
Texan A. J. Foyt the inside 
front row starting spot. 
Nine drivers will have a 
chance to nudge Foyt aside 
next weekend because last 
Saturday’s qualifying session 
was shortened 
by 
rain. 
Rutherford, however, is not 
among them. 
In practice before time trials 
began, Rutherford’s Team 
M e llen broke an engine. 
The power plant was replaced 
quickly, but the car failed to 
appear in the qualifying line 
by the ll a.m. deadline. 


Rutherford was ready when 
his turn in line came—accept­ 
able in some races—but Chief 
Steward Tom Binford chose 
to 
make 
a 
strict 
in­ 
terpretation of the rules. 
“I don’t feel we had a fair 
chance,” Rutherford said. ‘‘I 
feel badly about the situation 
not only personally, but for 
my crew as well. I’ve never 
seen an engine changed much 
quicker. 
‘‘Without our Mcl^aren in the 
running for the pole, A.J.’s 
chances of holding onto the 
position are quite good. I 
really believe we could have 
made a serious run for it.” 
The pole position, accom­ 
panied by more than $10,000 
in prize money, is worth even 
more 
in 
personal 
ap­ 
pearances and endorsements. 
In that respect, Rutherford 
received more notoriety last 
year 
than 
race 
winner 
Gordon 
Johncock. 
His 
qualifying lap of 199.071 
m.p.h. is the track record. 


Similar mechanical mis­ 
fortune hit two-time 500 
winner Al Unser before 
Saturday’s qualifying session 
and he, too, was unhappy with 
Binford’s ruling. 
‘‘I blew an engine trying to 
qualify in 1972 and started 
19th,” he said. ‘‘I didn’t like it 
but I knew I had a fair 
chance, so I kept my mouth 
shut. I don’t like to sound like 
a cry baby, but I don’t think 
we. Rutherford or I, got a fair 
deal.” 
Unser, who switched from a 
Pamelli chassis to an Eagle 
late last week, drove his 
speed up to the 188 rn.p h. 
range Monday at practice on 
the 2V m ile Indianapolis 
Motor Speedway oval. 
He and Rutherford were 
among 27 drivers who braved 
the gusty winds in practice. 
Unser’s brother Bobby and 
Foyt were the only ones 
joining Rutherford over the 
190 m.p.h. mark.

As any good champion, the 
Celtics did things the hard

Bucks. Boston lost two at 
home, but became the first 
team in history to win three 
championship games on a 
rival’s court 
“This is a great, great 
thrill,” said Red Auerbach, 
who built the Celtics’ dynasty 
of ll championships in 13 
years before having to start 
over as general manager. 
“It’s sweet, real sweet,” the 
once fiery coach said. “When 


you lose guys like Russell and 
Sam (Jones) and then don’t 
get good picks in the draft, it 
can hurt badly. But then when 
you come back and win the 
championship, it’s a great 
feeling. 
Capt. John Havlicek, the 
most valuable player in the 
Milwaukee 
series, 
Don 
Nelson and Don Chaney are 
the only holdovers from the 
1969 championship team. 
However, Chaney said he 
didn’t really feel he belonged 
on the champs five years ago 
because he was only a rookie 
and didn’t get to play much 
then.

Political jousting is rumored 
to be the sole occupation of 
Washington, D.C. It therefore 
is surprising to learn there is 
another facet of life in the 
nation’s capitol. 
Said facet is a limited move 
by Post-Newsweek Stations, 
Inc., a Washington Post sub­ 
sidiary, into the 
costly 
business of producing TV 
shows for syndication or 
possible network use. 
The company, which owns 
TV stations in Washington, 
Hartford, Conn., and Miami 
and 
Jacksonville, 
Fla., 
currently is cooking up: 
—Three hour-long black mu­ 
sic specials. 
—A 13-part historical series, 
each segment an hour, called 
"The American Documents.” 
TTie topics range from the 
history of presidential in­ 
augurations to American 
propaganda during World 
War I. 
—Eight specials involving 
various plays performed by 
England’s Young Vie troupe, 
an offshoot of the National 
Theater Company. It’ll tape 
shows for Post-Newsweek 
Stations, Inc., this year and 
next. 
The man overseeing all this 
is Ray Hubbard, the com­ 
pany’s vice president for 
programming and executive 
producer for all the shows. 
Hubbard said, “The Ameri­ 
can 
Documents” 
series 
already is being offered in 
syndication and the black 
music specials will be offered 
soon. 
He said it isn’t known yet how 
the Young Vie series will be 
sold: ‘‘We’re talking to pos­ 
sible syndicators and also to

Hubbard, who declined to say 
how much the Young Vie 
series cost other than to note 
‘‘it’s the most expensive 
single project we’ve ever 
done.” 
He was asked why it took 
that step, considering the cost 
and risks. 
‘‘It’s because we feel that one 
of the things we have to do to 
keep our stations operating as 
well as possible is to supply 
productions you can’t buy 
anywhere else,” he said. 
"And the things we’re doing 
are not the sort of things that 
normally 
get 
into 
syn­ 
dication.” 
The company’s production 
efforts, he says, have the 
effect of slaying two birds 
with one stone. It both helps 
his stations’ programming 
and offers the prospect of 
recouping the production cost 
or even turning a profit by 
selling the shows to other 
stations. 
‘‘And if I can fill my own 
program requirements with 
taste and class by adding just 
a bit more money,” Hubbard 
said, ‘‘I can move it into a 
level where it’s eminently 
m arketable.

zero tillage has proven very effective 
in controlling soil loss on sloping land 
in Ohio. 
No-tillage means that the seed is 
planted directly into a cover of crop 
residue. In one trip across the field the 
farmer plants the seed, fertilizes, and 
adds herbicide to prevent weed growth 
and insecticide to control insects. 
No-tillage com production has ex­ 
panded rapidly since its introduction to 
Ohio farmers in about 1967. This 
energy saving method was used to 
produce over 120,000 acres of com in 
1973. 
No-tillage offers some real ad­ 
vantages over conventional methods of 
soil preparation, Archer noted. No­ 
tillage leaves aftermath of previous 
crops on the soil surface as mulch to 
reduce water and wind erosion. The 
method also requires much less fuel to 
establish a crop than conventional 
ground preparation methods. 
N o-tillage, when properly per­ 
formed, gives the highest yield 
potential for many well drained soils in 
Ohio and may be a good alternate for 
many medium drained soils, Archer 
said.

processing plant at Silver Bay, Minn. 
The government last August took 
Reserve to court in an attempt to stop 
the firm’s daily discharge of some 
67,000 tons of waste taconite rock into 
I^ike Superior. 
Several witnesses testified that tiny 
asbectos-type fibers found 
in 
the 
drinking water of several North Shore 
communities had entered the lake as 
part of the taconite wastes. 
Judge Lord issued the order April 20 
halting the discharge, and Reserve 
shut down its Minnesota operations for 
two days. However, the order was 
lifted by a three-judge panel of the 8th 
U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals in St. 
Louis until 2 p.m. Wednesday, when 
the panel will meet to hear a request 
for a permanent stay. 
Reserve and its parent companies, the 
Armco and Republic Steel cor­ 
porations, have filed a brief with the 
appeals court contending that “never 


before” has such a far-reaching action 
been based on “such tenuous, in­ 
substantial, 
insufficient 
and 
speculative" evidence. 
The brief was filed in support of a 
motion by the defendants for a per­ 
manent stay of Judge Lord’s order 
pending their appeal of that decision. 


Reserve and its parent companies 
contended the judge’s action was 
unnecessary “in view of the fact that 
no emergency situation exists because 
of the presence of asbestos-type fibers 
in the drinking water taken from Lake 
Superior. 


The 47-page brief submitted by the 
defendants sum m arizes evidence 
produced in the trial and deals most 
specifically 
with 
public-health 
testimony and the potential economic 
and social impacts of a 
Reserve 
shutdown. 


The defendants contend in their 
brief that the asbestos-type fibers 
enter I.ake Superior naturally from a 
variety of sources, including tributary 
streams, and will remain in significant 
quantities even after Reserve stops 
discharging taconite wastes into the 
lake.
